BERLIN, via London, March 17.—Ger- 
man officials repeat the statement that 
submarine warfare will go on in the 
limits set by the German memorandum 
to neutral Powers of last month, but 
that the demands of those who wisl ¢» 
see the indiscriminate tofpedoing of 
“whatever comes in front of the torpedo 
tubes,’’ to use the expression of one of 
those who advocate this policy, will not 
be fulfilled. 

Capelle an Administrator. 

This is also the deduction which those 
acquainted with tlie situation declar- 
can be drawn from the resignation 
Admiral von Tirpitz, which was fore- 
shadowed a few days ago by the re- 
ports of his illness. The conclusion is 
sald to be strengthened by the fact that 
Admiral von Capelle has been chosen 
as the new Minister. lIle is known 
merely as an excellent administrative 
officer, not having had a ship com. 
mand in the last 2 years. During this 
period he has been at the Admiralty 
first as adviser on military affairs, then 
in the budget departments and finzslly 
as head of the Administrative Depart 
ment. He was looked on as.the right 
hand man of Admiral von Tirpitz unt.'! 
his retirement last November. 

The Tages Zeitung, which has been 
one of the strongest supporters of Ad- 
miral von Tirpitz, says that it is ‘“‘shak- 
en by the news of the Admiral’s resig- 
nation and does not at present feel itse!l? 
in a condition to make a comment there- 
on.”’ 

The Morgen Post savs: 

“There will be universal regret that 
circumstances made the retirement of 
the Grand Admiral necessary. The rea- 
son for this and the inner relations of 
affairs with one another cannot be dis- 
cussed, but it will be regretted thac 
there was no other way out.” 

Von Tirpitz Is Praised, a 

All the newspapers pay high tribute 
to the career of Admiral von Tirpitz, 
the Berliner Tageblatt terming him 
‘one of the few strong men of the post- 
Bismarckian era.’’ 

The new Minister, Admiral von Ca- 
pelle, assisted ir working out the fleet 
plans of Admiral Tirpitz and he is 
thoroughly familiar with the execttive 
ani administrative work of the imperial 
navy. He is just past 69 vears of age. 
TW¥e entered the navy in 1872 and be- 
came an Admiral in 1913. His retirement 
last November vas explained as being 
due to serious considerations of health. 
He was ennobled in 1912.

So far as is known no committee mem- 
ber will favor reduction of the provi- 
sions for the regular army or the na- 
tional guard, although several are 
known to favor a large standing army. 

Speaker Clark, who will deliver an ad- 
dress in support of the measure, sur- 
rendered the chair to Representative 
Garrett of Tennessee at the beginning 
of the debate. 

Gordon Opens Debate. 

Representative Gordon, Democrat, of 
Ohio, led off for the bill. He had been 
listed as an anti-preparedness man, but 
explained that his opposition was only 
to a great standing army. 

Representative Hay told the House 
the fact that the committee had reached 
an unanimous report of the bill indicated 
the feeling of the country on the vital 
subject of preparedness. All Americans 
should stand together on the issue, he 
declared, regardless of party line. The 
bill was far reaching, he continued, and 
prepared in a sane and safe way, not 
going to extremes on either side. The 
only real opponents to its plans, he add- 
ed, must come from “those who oppose 
any measure of preparedness at all.” 

In fixing 140,000 men as the strength 
of the army, he said, the committee had 
gone to what War Department officials 
had testified was the limit of peace 
time recruitment. <A force of 250,005 
regulars would mean compulsory serv- 
ice, to which the country was opposed, 
and an annual expediture of $750,000,- 
000 fet the army alone.

Opposes Two-Year Enlistment, 

‘I do not believe,’’ Hay said, ‘‘that the 
two-year enlistment would be a good 
thing. Half the time the army would 
be composed largely of half-baked re- 
cruits. Those who advocate the short 
term enlistment also desire that there 
be no re-enlistment. Few men will en- 
list if they know there is no future and 
the hackbone of the army is the non- 
commissioned officer.”’ 

The proposed increase in the army, he 
explained, could be accomplished 
through a four-year enlistment as pro- 
posed by the bill. 

Hay contended Congress had full con- 
stitutional power to federalize the na- 
tional guard. 

“We provide,” he “that the na- 
tional guard can be mobilized at once, 
in time of war, without the delay anil 
confusion of Spanish war days. IT do 
not believe that any question will arise 
as to the powers of Congress over the 
militia. But if it:-does arise the bill will 
stand the test, even before the Supreme 
Court. The President will have the 
power to send the guard anywhere he 
ca’? send the regular army.”

NEW YORK, March 17.—The report of 
the United States Steel Corporation for 
the year ended Dec. 51 last shows gross 
earnings of $726,684.000, an increase of 
$168,269,.000 over 1914. The net earnings 
were $140,250,000, or $58,504,000 more than 
in the previous year, and the surplus 
net income carried. over into 1916 was 
$44,260,000, as compared with a deficit of 

$16,972,900 for 1914, a gain of $61,232,000. 

The value of domestic business in- 
creased $53,745,000 as compared with an 
increase of $52,379.000 in export business. 

The average number of employes in 
the service of the company in the year 
was 191,126, an increase of 11,733. The 
average daily salary or wage was $.' 
or 4 cents more than in 1914. 
says wages and salaries of the employes

The court sustained 
a demurrer offered yesterday by Dan- 
tel’'s attorney. 

William Brantner Temm, a dentist, 
the prosecuting witness, testified yester- 
day afternoon that he paid Daniel $632.76 
for a paper which, he said, Daniel rep- 
resented to him as a first deed of trust 
on a lot in Vinita Park, which was rep- 
resented as belonging t> J. F. Lefler anJ 
his wife. 

Testimony was introduced to the 
effect that, at the time the paper was 
sold to Temm there were two other 
deeds of trust against the property, 
so that the paper acquired by Temm 
was not a first deed. Temm declared 
that he would not have bought the 
paper if he had not supposed it to be 
a first deed, and that he relied on 
Daniel's representations. 

Attorney P. H. Cullen, for the defense, 
laid emphasis on other items of the 
testimony, particularly the statemert 
that Daniel signed an agreement to take 
up the paper, on 30 days’ demand, at anv 
thme after one year ‘Crom the date of 
sale. 

The notes accompanying the deed 
of trust, it was testified, were in- 
dorsed by the Daniel Real Estate and 
Building Co., ang by the Davis Real 
Estate Development Co. 

Cullen argued that Temm, in his 
dealings with Daniel, depended on the 
signed agreement, and the indorse- 
ments, rather than on Daniel's state- 
ments as to the deed of trust. Judge 
Kimmel, in sustaining the demurrer, 
took the same view. 

The defense also argued that no ac- 
tual lose had been suffered by Temm 
at the time the indictment wags re- 
turned. The date of the transaction 
was July 24, 1914, and Daniel, by his 
signed agreement, was required to 
take up the paper one year later, on 
30 days’ notice. A year had not 
elapsed at the time the indictment 
was returned last April. The indict- 
ment came soon after the exposure 
of the deed of trust frauds of A. H. 
Frederick and C. C. Crone. 

Since the indictment was returned 
Daniel has cleared the title to the 
property by taking up a previous 
deed on which a foreclosure had been 
made, so that the paper purchased 
by Temm is now a valid deed of trust. 

Judge Kimmel, tn his ruling, said that, 
to establish a charge of obtaining mon- 
ey by false pretenses, the State mist 
prove intent to defraud, the commission 
of a fraud, the use of false pretense 
for the purpose of fraud, the actual ac- 
complishment of the fraud by means of 
false pretense, and actual injury done 
to the complainant by reason of the 
false pretense. He said Temm’'s testi- 
mony had been of an uncertain and 
doubtful nature. 

“The State,”” Judge Kimmel said, “has 
failed to show clearly and positively 
that the complainant parted with his 
money because he believed the deed uf 
trust to be a first lien, and that he was 
thereby defrauded.”

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FIGHT ON MAIOR'S 


VICE PRESIDENCY 
BOOM GROWING 


Opposition to Governor Likely 
to Be Strong at State Con- 
vention Tuesday. 


RUMSEY LINKED WITH HIM 


St. Louis and County Delega- 
tions Expected to Figure 
in Fight on Both. 


The campaign to defeat the indorse- 
ment of Gov. Major for Vice President 
in the Democratic State convention at 
St. Joseph next Tuesday has grown to 
State-wide proportions since delegates to 


the convention were elected last Tues- 
day. 

The fight between Horace S. Rumsey, 
Excise Commissioner of St. Louis,. who 
is campaign manager for Gov. Major, 
and Edward F. Goltra, for Democratic 
national committeeman, has also be- 
come intensely bitter. The fortunes of 
Gov. Major and Rumsey are closely 
linked together, and a defeat for one 
may mean a defeat for both. 

The anti-Major and anti-Rumsey dele- 
gates from St. Louis will be in St. fos- 
eph Monday morning to carry on the 
fight against them mong the country 
delegates as they arrive. They will he 
joined by the 22 members of the Sy. 
Louis County delegation, the 20 members 
of the Greene County delegation and 
"36 members. of the Buchanan County del- 
egation. 

The St. Louis and St. Louis Countv 
delegates opposed to the Major-Rumsey 
combination are going to the conven- 
tion prepared to tell some plain truths 
about conditions in St. louis. The f'rht 
is to be carried to the floor of the :on- 
vention against both Major and Rum- 
sey, and charges will be made of lax 
enforcement of the excise laws in at. 
Louis, and combinations to control the 
saloon vote of both St. Louis and St. 
Louis County for Major and Rumsey. 

Conditions in the County. 

The St. Louis County delegation hag 
made preparations to flood St. Josenh 
with literature’ showing up conditions 
in St. Louis County. The Democratic 
County Committee passed resolutions six 
weeks ago demanding the removal of 
(Jarence IL. Shotwell, of the St. 
Louis County’ Excise Commissioners. 
This demand was put up to Gov. Ma- 
icr, but no action been taken 
upon it. 

“We propose lay before the dele- 
gates at St. Joseph the fact that Gov. 
Major is tolerating in office an Excise 
Commissioner who connived with the 
Republican Prosecuting Attorney of the 
county to have another Excise Commis- 
sioner, who insisted upon enforcement of 
the Jaw, removed from office, and who, 
himself, has resorted to the practice of 
dating back saloon licenses to protert 
dramshop keepers charged with viola- 
tion of the law,’’ John E. Mooney, chair- 
man of the Democratic County Com- 
mittee, said to a Post-Dispatch 
porter. 

‘While Gov. Major seems to have ro 
time to attend to the duties of his office 
with respect to such {mportant matter:, 
does have time to tango in St. Louis 
two or three times a week, and go to 
adioining states to make nepeeches in hig 
campaign for Vice President ”’ 

Vandiver Opposes Major. 

United States Subtreasurer Vandiver, 
who has announced as a vandidate for 
Governor, gave out an interview in 
Washington yetserday in which he de- 
clared that he was opposed to Major for 
Vice President. Vandiver is on his way 
home to join in the fight to prevent Ma. 
jor’s indorsement by the convention. It 
is probable that several of the other cin. 
didates for Governor will join Van- 
diver in the fight on Major, since Ma- 
jor’s appointees have held conferences to 
get together upon Francis M. Wilson of 
Kansas City for Governor. 

Vandiver said, in a prepared state- 
ment, that he favored ‘the renomina- 
tion of both President Wilson and Jice 
President Marshall. 

“My democracy is not bounded by 
state lines,”’ he said, ‘‘and even if it were 
T should still say that Marshall shou)4 
be renominated because nis nomination 
strengthens the ticket in Indiana, while 
Major’s nomination would weaken it in 
Missourl. This is enough to say at 
present. I expect to hava something 
to say when I get home.’

Major expected 
the active support of both in carrying 
through the prearranged plan to have 
him indorsec tor Vice President in con- 
sideration of his staying out of the sen- 
atorial contest against Senator Reed. 
Senator Stone gave out a statement in 
Washington last night, saying that he 
assumed the convention would vote an 
indorsemefit of Gov. Major. He said 
also that he was not a candidate for 
delegate-at-large to the national con- 
vention. 
Reed to Att@nd Convention. 

Senator Reed is coming out for the 
convention, but as the fight is now de- 
veloping, the indications are that he 
will have his hands full in trying to 
put over the plan agreed upon in Wash- 
ington several weeks ago. 

Gov. Major cannot depend too far 
upon the St. Louis delegations for sup- 
port. It is only through the influence 
of Rumsey as Excise Commissioner that 
he will get any support whatever from 
St. Louis. The personne! of the Demo- 
cratic city urganization has changed lit- 
tle during the past four years, and prac- 
tically every member of the committee 
fought Major when he was a candidate 
for Governor. The few members of the 
committee who supported him then are 
against him now. 

A member of the committee who will 
try to deliver his delegation to Major 
at the State convention, but who asked 
that his name be not used, said today: 

‘There is ro sincerity in the movement 
to indorse Gov. Major for Vice Presi- 
dent. We would not do it if we thought 
he had any chance to be nominated. I 
believe his nomination would losé~the 
State to the Democratic party in No. 
vember. If we chought he had a chance 
to win we would be running away from 
him as fast as we are apparently run- 
ning for him.” 

That feeling exists among the city 
committeemen who are being relied upon 
to “‘deliver’’ to Major. 

Dispatches from Kansas City today 
State that Major has thrown down 
Joseph B. Shannon, who won a signal 
victory in the municipal primary elec- 
tion a month ago, in an effort to form 
a combination with Tom Pendergast to 
get the 129 votes of Jackson County for 
himself and Rumsey. According to the 


lice Department, which issues saloon ii- 
censes, is to be transferred from Shan- 
non to Pendergast. 


Shannon-Phelps Combine, 


Pendergast, in the recent primary «lec- 
tion, charged that Major formed a com- 
bination with Shannon by which the po- 
lice department and saloon influences 
were used to aid Shannon in his fight 
to renominate Mayor Jost against Em- 
mett O’Malley, the Pendergast cand!- 
date. The Pendergast faction swore 
vengeance upon Major, and succeeded 
in controlling the’ mass meetings in 
Kansas City and Jackson County for 
the election of delegates to the State 
convention. According to the Kansas 
City reports, the Governor found him- 
self in such dire need of Pendergast 
votes that he was willing to deliver the 
Police Board to him in exchange for the 
suppor{ of the delegates at St. Joseph. 

Tf Shannon has been thrown down by 
Gov. Major, as the reports state. he 
may align himself with the anti-Maior, 
anti-Rumsey forces. Shannon and Cv}. 
Bill Phelps of St. Joseph have a g0%4 
working combination in some parts of 
the State, and will be able to control 
many delegates to the convention. They 
are also stanch supporters of Cornelius 
Roach, who is one of the candidates in 
the race for Governor who is conceded a 
chance for the nomination. The effect 
of the Major-Pendergast combination 
will be watched with interest in te 
western part of the State.

SAYS HE STOLE $18,13 


Took Money in Amounts of Not 
More Than $100 — All 
Is Gone.

nue, who has confessed that he em- 
bezzled $18,132.72 from the Wabash fall- 
road, as assistant cashier in the treas- 
urer’s office, was held ‘tn constant bond- 
age for seven years past, by his system

Faithful Worker. 

Rigby’s. unwillingness to leave his 
desk, even for a day, was attributed 
by his fellow-workers to his devotion to 
the work, in which he had been engaged 
since, as a boy of 15 years, he went to 
work in the Wabash office. He is 32 
years old, and his salary is $120 a month. 
He is unmarried and lived with his 
mother and brother. 

Rigby waived preliminary hearing and 
in this connection, as a matter of form, 
he entered a plea of not guilty. But it 
is understood that, as soor as the case 
comes up in the criminal! division of the 
Circuit Court, he will plead guilty. The 
punishment for his offense is from twe 
to five years’ imprisonment. 

A copy of the confession. made to F. JT. 
O'Leary, treasurer of the Wabash, and 
signed vesterday, was presented in court. 
In this confession, Rigby said that the 
shortage represented a series of embez- 
zliements ranging up to $100 in amount, 
during seven years. Not riore than $2069, 
he said, was taken since Dec. 24 lae‘¢. 
More than one-half the amount taken, 
he said, ‘‘was lost in gambling with dice 
and cards and playing tne races,’’ and 
none of the money is now in his pos- 
session, or in the possession of others four 
his benefit. 

Held Out Receipts.

“I'm back in St. Louis, and I'm here 
to stay,’’ said Ryan. ‘‘I’ve got a busi- 
ness here that’s all my own and l’m 
not talking about my private affairs. 
I'd be a fool to tip off a lot of suckers 
to what I’m going to do. Wouldn't I? 


No Stock to Sell. — 
“Some of my friends are interested 


with me in this enterprise, but nobody 
else can get in. I haven't got a dollar's 
worth of stock to sell to anybody. |! 
haven't got anything that I want to let 
the publie in- on. 

‘In a general way I can tell you I 
plan te raise alfalfa and cattle in Cuba, 
Alfalfa’s a great thins. Cattle men are 
just waking up to its possibilities. There 
are 4,000,000 acres planted in alfalfa in 
this country and only 300,000 acres of 
it are east of the Missouri River.’’ 

Waving his hand toward the row of 
alfalfa sample jars on his desk, Ryan 
said: ‘“‘I’m interested now in getting the 
Government pure food authorities to 
look into the adulteration of alfalfa.

best food there is, when it isn’t adulter- 
ated. It's a feed that takes the place of 
grain and hay. Cattle can live ‘on it 
without any other rations.”’ 

Ryan became more reticent when 
was asked about the capitalization of his 
company, the location and extent of his 
Cuban lands and names of the 
friends interested with him in the pro- 
ject. 

“I'm not tipping off my hand, or mak- 
ing any sucker plays,’ he said. “There's 
a lot of fellows would jump right into 
this alfalfa game if they knew what a 
goed thing it was. I'm not looking for 
that kind of competition.” 

Not Giving Tips. 

When Ryan arrived in St. Louis Feb. 
10. he told a Post-Dispatch reporter he 
would have 12,000 acres of alfalfa land in 
Cuba.

Asked whether he would market his 
alfalfa-fed cattle in the United States 
he said: “‘No. There'll be plenty of de- 
mand for that cattle right down there in 
Cuba.

Ryan's parting injunction was: 

“Now, I haven't told you anything. 
I'm not talking about my private busi- 
ness. But I know how it is. You talk 
three minutes to a reporter and he gives 
you a lot of publicity you're not looking 
for. Publicity won't do me any good, 
because I haven't got anything to cell 
to the public.”

PERCIVAL CHUBB REPEATS 
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“Publicity Manager” Tells News 
Departments of Their Glaring 
Faults of Omission. 


——— 


The St. Louis newspapers were talked 
about some more last night—this time 
by the members of the Public Question 
Club at its meeting at the University 
Club. Percival Cnupe, leader of the 


Ethical Society of St. Louis, said he was 
ashamed of them, and told why. G 
Prather Knapp, a “‘publicity manager,” 
believed they failed to reflect the needs 
of St. Louis, because they do not give 
sufficiently sensational prominence to 
local happenings, and Robert C. Grier, 
an attorney, defended them as ranking 
well up with the average and as serv- 
-ing a good purpose in supporting public 
leaprovements and guarding against cor- 
ruption in government. 

These were the three principal speak- 
ers, each talking 20 minutes. When 
they finished each of the 20 other mem- 
bers present was called on and allowed 
three minutes. 

The views ranged from the sweeping 
statement that every news article in 
St. Louis oe. is inaccurate ‘to 
the declaration of a politician that ne 
had never known a St. Louis reporter 
to betray a confidence or to willfully 
misrepresent. One member described 
the Post-Dispatch as the greatest force 
in St. Louis for the moral welfare of the 
city. 

Chubb was the third speaker, and his 
assigned subject was “Suggested Im- 
provements.” He began by saying he 
had nothing tp add to his recent ex- 
pressions that brought him “such glar- 
ing and indiscreet publicity.”’ Since then, 
he said, he has received several letters 
testifying to ‘‘questionable dealings’’ of 
St. Louis newspapers. 

Quotes “Well-Known” Mar. 

One letter from a well-known man, he 
said, informed him that intelligent vis- 
itors to this city who want to keep up 
with the general news never think of 
buying a St. Louis newspaper, but look 
for a Chicago or Kansas City paper. 
“In my opinion,” he continued, “this 
is true and | am ashamed of our pa- 
pers for it. The criticism of the fine 
arts by St. Louis newspapers is beneath 
confempt. In not one of our papers is 
their an inteiligent or competent criti- 
cism of art or the drama. 

“A few days ago I had occasion to’ 

call on Wiliiam Faversham, the actor. 
I found him in a state of anger be- 
cause purported criticisms of his play ir 
two St. Louis newspapers said things 
about him and his wife that were of a 
personal nature.”’ 
Chubb saii another respect in which 
he would tike to see the newspapers ini- 
prove is in their treatment of national, 
State and municipal questions.

Knapp, in the opening speech, said ad- 
vertising experts had found that lora!

In the cases of the Silius and Tubantia, both 
neutral ships alleged to have been torpedoed 
withtut warning by German submarines, the 
German Government offers assurances that it

DEAULTY CULTURE, 

THANKS.—Some have gest rid 
dandruff by applications of coal oli. 
Sulphur mixed with petroleum jelly has 
done wonders for others. Salt ang salt 
water have others. VPersistent 
massage and have cleaned 
many scalps. 

ANXIOUS.—~For 
Aium, 3 grains, three-quarters ounce 
thick almond milk and three ounces 
res@water. Dissolve alum in rosewater 
and add almond milk drop by drop, 
Leating all the time.

In the meantime put 
cn the stove to heat two-thirds cup of 
milk, add cocoa and sugar, and let boll a 
rninute. 


Stuffed Eggs—Remove the shells 
from a half dozen hard boiled eggs and 
cut the eggs in half lengthwise. To the 
yolks add 1 teaspoon of butter, a dash 
of pepper, 1-3 teaspoon of salt, a very 
little finely chopped parsley, and stuff 
the whites with this mixture, which has 
been rubbed to a paste. Press the two 
ha)ves together, set in a baking dish and 
cover with a white sauce made by rub- 
ting together 1 tablespoon of butter, 1 
tablespoon flour, over which pour 4% cup 
hot cream.

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LODGE SAYS PROGRAM FOR 


PREPAREDNESS IS WHOLLY 
INADEQUATE, PARTLY SHAM 


Senator in Speech Assails President's gaia 


Policy as Injurious. 


Deciares He Has 


Made Mexican Conditions Worse. 


LYNN, Mass., March 17.—The admin- 
istration at Washington was severely 
criticised by Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge in an address here, during whicl 
he announced himself a candidate for 
re- -election, He spoke before the Lynn 

tepublican Club. * 

“In m& own opinion,’”’ he said, ‘with 
the exc-ption of the administration of 
Buchanan, there has been no adminis- 
tration in power which has been so in- 
1urious to the United States, both at 
home and abroad, as that now in con- 
trol at Washington.’”’ 

After condemning the tariff and taxa- 
tion legislation enacted by a Demo- 
cratic Congress, Senator Lodge turned 
to the foreign policies of the admunis- 
tration. He said the plans for national 
defense suggested by President Wilson 
‘“nroved on analysis to be partly shain 
and wholly inadequate.’’ 

Lodge spoke, in part, as follows: 

‘A little more than a year ago the 
President declared that there was no 
need of any increase in the national Je- 
fenses and sneered at those who urged it 
as nervous and excited, but as the 
months passed it became apparent that 
there was a large body of voters inter- 
ested in the question of the national de- 
fense. 

“Now this administration does not seek 
information and is indifferent to argu- 
tent and reason, but it is extremely sen- 
sitive to votes. Its taxes are laid solely 
cn the basis of votes, which are not a 
recognized economic principle. The votes 
began to look ominous on the question of 
rutional defense; the turn-table suddenly 
operated; national defense became a 
principal subject of the President’s mes- 
sige to Congress. 

“It is true that the plans which he 
suggested proved on analysis to be eo” 
lv shams and wholly inadequate, 
there could be no doubt of the presi- 
dential zeal for the appearance at least 
of an earnest desire to increase the na- 
tional defenses. 


Year Wasted, He Says. 
“So enthusiastic did he become that, 


reversing the action of Young Lochin- 
var, he went out into the West, like the 
three fishers in Kingley’s poem, and 
poured forth a torrent of generalities as 
to our national dangers and the need of 
arming and declared, although he had 
sneered at the whole proposition a year 
before, that we must have ‘incompa- 
rably the best navy in the world,’ larger 
even than England’s. One whole pre- 
cious year has been wasted and now, de- 
spite this outpouring of language in 
favor of increasing the national de- 
fense, nothing so far hee been accom- 
plished and it is to be feared that in the 
end little will be done. These are but 
examples of the reversdis of policy 
which have now grown so frequent that 
they dazzle the eyes like the rapid twirl- 
ings of a dancing Dervish. 

“Let us now come to the most impor- 
tant question, our foreign relations. 

“There, to begin with, is Mexico. What 
a tragic spectacle! And the responst- 
bility for the conditions in Mexico rests 
largely upon the Government of the 
United States. The present administra- 
tion found Mexico and Mexican rela- 
tions in a bad condition. They have 
made these bad conditions infinitely 
worse. They found a de facto Govern- 
ment, under Gen. Huerta, in control of 
the capital and supported by the great 
bulk of the Mexican population, al- 
though not in control of certain large 
areas of the republic. 

‘The President, for some reason, took 
a personal dislike to Gen. Huerta, on 
good grounds, possibly, but persunal dis- 
likes have no place in diplomacy or in- 
ternational relations. There were good 
international grounds on which he could 
have withheld recognition from the 
Huerta Government, but there is a very 
great difference between refusing rec- 
ognition and active intervention. 

“Huerta would not depose himself, as 
the President requested him to do, and 
so the President determined to intervene 


killed in Mexico. If you add those who 
fell at Vera Cruz you will find that more 
American lives have been lost in Mexico 
than were lost in the Spanish War, un- 
der the operations of the President 
whose great glory is proclaimed to be 
that he has kept the peace. 

‘‘We are told that the great cry of the

“You can airways keep the peace if you 
will submit to any wrong, to any out- 
rage, to any oppression. The peace of 
this country would have been far better 
kept, we should be in far less danger 
of war today or of war when peace 
comes amony the warring nations of 
Kurope, if we had kept it without hu- 
miliation, kept it in honor and without 
fear. Humiliation and neglect of the 
rights of the American citizen are noi 
necessary for keeping the peace. We al! 
want peace, we all are against war ii 
it can possibly be avoided; but we shall 
insist, we Republicans at least, that 
American rights shall be protected at 
nome and abrOed, in Mexico and on the 
seas.’ 

‘*‘More than 100 American men, women 
and children, rightfully on board the 
Lusitania, were sent to their death with- 
cut warning and nothing has yet been 
done except pour out words and carry 
on inconclusive negotiations for eight 
inonths. Not until Feb. when the 
President's note to Senator Stone ap- 
peared, was any real step taken to 
protect Americans in their rights and 
oj oe step which the President then took 
in words boldly and clearly, but in 
words alone, came only because his own 
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the public surrender of American rights 
conciiiate one beiligerent 
voters. The Democratic party

After Being Fined, Jailed and 
Witnessing Murder, He Seeks 
Rest in France. 


THREATENED WITH DEATH 


In Cutaway Coat and Silk Hat 
He Was Set to Sweeping Prison 
Yard for Money Offense.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, March 17.—Joseph 
mon, manager of the Banco Nacional in 
Mexico City, accompanied by Mme. Si- 
mon, at the Plaza Hotel, sailed fo" 
France. In all probability it will be 
a long time, perhaps never, before 5!- 
mon returns to Mexico.
